H(*Ii(‘vod to Have Btkoi Set on Fire B y 
a Thief Who Was Aliout to 
Commit a Theft. 


The Hermann-Guerrant tobacco 
factory, at the northwest corner of 
Second and Moniteau streets, in the 
large 
one-story 
frame 
structure 
owned by 
George 
Menefee, was 
gutted by fire between 2:30 and 3 
o ’clock yesterday morning. 
Ijxactly how the blaze originated 
is not known, but Mr. J. L. 
Guer- 
rant, the 
manager, 
thinks it was 
caused by the dropping of lighted 
matches by a thief who had reach­ 
ed his arm through a small hole in 
the door for the purpose ot 
defi­ 
nitely locating packages of tobacco 
that he was desirous of stealing. 
The fire was discovered by Mr. 
Guerrant and Logan C. Thom as, 
who were sleeping in the office, and 
they set to work to extinguish it. 
At this time the blaze could have 
been covered with a washtub, but it 
continued to increase in extent un­ 
til It was deemed advisable to su m ­ 
mon the fire department. 
The 
alarm was turned in, and 
three minutes later the first of the 
two 
hose companies 
was 
at the 
scene, closely followed by the sec­ 
ond one. 
A little later a stream of water 
was playing on the burning structure, 
and the fire was soon extinguished, 
but not until the entire stock of to­ 
bacco had been ruined, the machin­ 
ery dam aged and the structure b a d ­ 
ly charred. 
As is well known, smoke ruins 
tobacco, and Mr. Guerrant inform­ 
ed the D e m o c r 
a t yesterday that so 
far as the stock was concerned he 
wou ld not haul it away for it. 
He 
will turn it over to the insurance 
i3eople and they are at liberty to do 
w h a t they please with it. 
Mr. Guerrant ])laces his loss on 
stock, labels, boxes, etc., at about 
on which he has $1,200 in­ 
surance. 
H is machinery was also 
dam aged and will have to be thor­ 
oughly overhauled before work can 
be resumed. 
Mr. Menefee carried $1,000 in­ 
surance 
on 
the 
building, 
which 
would more than cover the loss, but 
the policy is in dispute. 
Mr. M en­ 
efee paid the agent the premium, 
but 
the 
latter fled from the city 
without turning the money over to 
the company, and in consequence 
it is not known how' he will come 
out. 
Mr. Guerrant 
yesterday placed 
an order fo r a new stock of tabacco 
and expects to be able to resume 
business in a new location inside 
of the next two w’eeks.

A Pittsburg’ Policeman Whose SRull 
Cracks Nuts and Paving Stones. 


Pat Fizgerald has the reputation 
of being the hardest headed man on 
the Pittsburg police force. 
When 
he was a boy about 10 years old, 
says the Dispatch, 
he fell out of a 
walnut 
tree 
one 
day, head first. 
The distance tumbled was at least 
thirty feet and Paddy struck on his 
crown in the midst of a small pile 
of w’alnuts. 
H e broke tw'enth-three 
out of the twenty-eight 
nuts. 
He 
jumped up, looked at the cracked 
nuts and said. 
“ That was a lucky 
fall. 
It saves lots of nut cracking.” 
When he got his first job he spent 
a great deal of time, wdien he was 
not watched, trying to learn to play 
jeven-up. 
His 
employer 
finally 
caught him at it, and, being in a 
very 
bad 
humor 
that afternoon, 
swiped Piiddy over the head witli a 
big scoop shovel. 
The shovel was 
split clear in two right up the m id­ 
dle. 
Paddy 
was 
discharged, and 
tde boss took the price of the shovel 
out of his waees. 
This %vas an act 


of injustice which 
never forgiven. 
After Fitzgerald became a mem­ 
ber of tne police force the hardness 
of his head came into good play on 
several occasions. 
One 
night he 
boldly entered a house in the ninth 
ward where three burglars were se­ 
creted. 
H e invaded their room on 
the second floor and tried to arrest 
all three of them. 
It was too much 
of a job. 
The weather being warm, 
the window was raised. 
The three 
burglars seized Fitzgerald and threw 
him 
through 
the 
window. 
He 
struck on his bead 
on a paving 
stone three inches thick and split it 
through. 
It IS true he wore a cap 
at the time, but his skull w'as not in 
the slightest way injured. 
H e se­ 
cured help, went back and arrested 
the three men. 
It was not long after this that 
Fitzgerald, 
then 
a 
lieutenant, 
chanced to be in 
Alleghany one 
night 
when 
Joe Demray, a hack 
driver, 
shot 
Policeman 
William 
Miller in the West park. 
Fitzgerald 
heard 
the 
shot 
and 
pursued 
Demmy. 
The 
latter 
turned 
and 
fired at Paddy. 
The detective felt 
something 
strike 
the 
top 
of his 
head, but kept on running and soon 
had Demmy a prisoner. Afterward, 
when he examined himself,he found 
that the murderer’s bullet had en­ 
tered the front of the lieutenant’s 
cap, struck the top of his head, cut 
out a piece of the scalp and a bunch 
of hair and then rebounded, p a ss­ 
ing out through his cap once more, 
making two clean cut holes in his 
headgear. H e still shows with some 
pride the scar on the top of 
his 
head. 
About two years ago- Paddy 
tried to get into 
a 
Penn avenue 
speak-easy on 
a Sunday, but the 
heavy door was 
slammed 
in his 
face and locked. 
H e went at the 
door head first, knocked it off its 
hinges and raided the house. 
His 
capture of the East Liberty chicken 
thieves is remembered by all the 
members of the police force. 
He 
hit a chicken house at night, 
and 
when a colored man put his head 
in the door, about i a. 
m., 
F itz ­ 
gerald “ butted” that colored gen­ 
tleman so hard that he did not re­ 
cover consciousness until after he 
was in the police station. 
Fitzgerald’s 
last 
exliibuioii 
of 
hard lieadedness occurred only a few 
nights ago. 
Sergeant John H. ILst, 
who is on duty at the central por'ce 
station, bought a new handy billy 
last week.
